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The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  price  is  $6.20  per  cwt.  at  pool 
plants  (0-65  mile  zone)  for  milk  testing  3-5*^  butterfat.  The  producer  butterfat 
differential  is  8.0  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3*5^ 
test.  Producer  milk  prices  are  also  subject  to  the  location  adjustment  of  the 
plant  at  which  milk  was  received  per  §1090.53  and  §1090. ?4. 


In  December  1971,  6l.8'J^  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in 
Class  I at  $6.99  cvrt.  and  38.2^  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $4.93  per  cwt.  The 
December  butterfat  differential  for  Class  I was  8,2  cents  and  Class  II  was  7.8 
cents . 


Total  producer  milk  received  at  pool  plants  during  December  1971  was  37,468,539 
pounds  which  is  an  increase  of  3,257,716  pounds  or  9-5^  compared  with  December 
1970.  The  December  daily  average  deliveries  from  76?  producers  was  1,576  pounds. 
This  compares  to  ?43  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,485  pounds  per  day 
during  December  1970.

USDA  RECCMMENDS  AMENDING  FEDERAL  MILK  ORDERS 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  recommended  amending  all  Federal  milk  marketing 
orders,  except  the  South  Texas  order,  to  provide  for  earlier  announcements  of  the  monthly 
minimum  Class  I (bottling  milk)  prices  to  be  paid  by  handlers,  and  to  base  the  Class  I 
prices  on  earlier  manufacturing  milk  data  (basic  formula  price)  than  at  present.  The 
recommendations  are  based  on  evidence  from  a public  hearing  held  in  Washington  December  13 . 
It  was  requested  by  the  Milk  Industry  Foundation  representing  handlers  doing  business 
under  all  of  the  orders. 

Specifically,  the  recommendations  would: 

1.  Require  that  the  Class  I prices  for  each  month  be  announced  by  the  fifth  day  of  the 
preceding  month. 

2.  Use  the  basic  Minnesota-Wisconsin  manufacturing  milk  price  series  for  the  second 
preceding  month,  instead  of  for  the  immediately  preceding  month,  in  computing  the 
Class  I prices. 

The  complete  recommended  amendments  to  the  orders  are  scheduled  to  be  published  in  the 
Federal  Register  on  January  11,  and  exceptions  may  be  filed  up  to  January  17,  1972.  Copies 
of  the  recommended  decision  may  be  obtained  from  the  market  administrators  of  the  orders, 
or  from  the  Dairy  Division,  CSdVlS,  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  20250.
